(AN EDITORIAL REPORT) 

** . ,. the desert shall .~> . bldssom as the rose’. 
(Isa. 35:1). These words of the prophet Isaiah were 
prophetic of a day when Israel as a nation would re- 
turn to her land, and that land bloom forth once 
more. While the words certainly have no reference 
to modern America, the truth they proclaim could 
well be applied to our day. 

The desert land of Arizona (and some other 
areas) is truly being transformed into a garden 
spot. Two groups of Mississippi Baptists have seen 
that transformation in recent weeks. In January 38 
laymen and pastors, under the sponsorship of the 
Brotherhood department, went to Arizona on a 
preaching mission, to witness for Christ in missions 
and churches there. In February the executive sec- 
retary, the associate secretary and the editor at- 
tended the annual Southern Baptist Secretaries-Edi- 
tors Conference in Phoenix. 

A Growing Area 

What these Mississippians saw was the fabu- 
lous development of a state that is experiencing the 
fastest growth of any in the nation. They saw vast 
cities spreading across what-was only recently des- 
ert land. They marveled at great areas of farms and 
orchards wrought out of the desert by irrigation 
and modern farming methods, They learned of the 
mining, ranching and other interests which cover 
the state, and saw the mountains and forests, can- 
i inj valleys, which make this such an enchant- 
ing land.

goes to the’ Home Mission 
Board. Its proposed $2.1 mil- 
lion operating allocation for 
1963 is an increase of $100,000 
over two previous years. 

The Home Mission Board's 
capital funds are in two cate- 
gories — church extension loan 
funds and regular capital funds. 
The $850,000 allocated for the 
loan funds in’ 1963 is the same 
amount allocated this year. 

Increase Represented 

The $305,000 for regular 
capital funds in 1963 represents 
an increase of $50,000 over the 
current amount. 

Significant increases were 
also suggested in the 1963 ope- 
rating budgets of the Southern 
Baptist Foundation, up $5,000 | 
over 1962 to a total of $45,500; 
the Christian Life Commission, 
up $12,000 to a total of $49,000; 
the Education Commission, up 
$5,000 to $67,000 and Southern 
Baptist Hospitals, up $10,000 to 
$35,000. 

Carver’s 1963 allocation was 
cut to $40,000 (compared with 
$160,000 for 1962) in view of 
the school’s desire to merge 
with Southern Seminary dur- 
ing the year. This allocation 
will be subject to further re- 
view by the Executive Commit- 
tee. 
































Cooperative 
Program Study 
Idea Delaved 


NASHVILLE (BP) — Plans 
for a special Week of Prayer 
and Study for the Cooperative 
Program have been “postponed 
for the time being,” according 


Baptist Convention Executive 
Committee here. 

The Cooperative Program is 
the financial lifeline of the 
convention. When a_ special 
week of prayer and study for 
it was presented to the 1961 
convention session at St. Louis, 
messengers however voted to 


refer the matter back for 
further study. 
The Executive Committee, 


acting on the referral, voted to 
“give wide promotion to World 
Missions Week, April 22-26, 
1963, relating the Cooperative 
. Program to this special Baptist 
Jubilee Advance date.” 

The committee also voted to 
recommend 1963 goals 
to churches for increasing 
their budget allocations to the 
Cooperative Program. The 
goals also apply to the distribu- 
tion of the Cooperative Pro- 
gram income from churches be- 
tween state Baptist conventions 
andthe SBC. ¥*% 

Both share in it, with the 
states as a whole keeping about 
two-thirds of the amount for- 
warded by churches.

Considers Support 


NASHVILLE (BP) -— The 
Stewardship Commission elec- 
ted a new chairman here and 
discussed ways of financing its 
work. 

Robert L. Lee of Alexandria, 
La., succeeded Harold G. Sand- 
ers of Middletown, Ky., as 


chairman. Lee is executive 
secretary, Louisiana’ Baptist 
Convention. 


The commission for the third 
successive time urged conven- 
tion financial leaders to con- 
sider including the Commission 
in the Cooperative Program 
distribution, now used to sup- 
port all SBC agencies except 
the stewardship commission 
and the Sunday School Board. 

The Stewardship Commission, 


ated since its founding a year 
ago on income from sale of 
stewardship materials to South- 
ern Baptist churches. 


Temporary Means 

The commission feels the 
present means of financing its 
work is only temporary and 
that a transition should be 
made sooner or later to sharing 
in the Cooperative Program 
distribution. 

The Executive Committee of 
the Convention has already a- 
dopted a 1963 budget to submit 
to the convention, meaning any 
change probably could not come 
before 1964. 

Executive Director Merrill D. 
Moore said a promotion confer- 
ence preceding the commis- 
sion’s meeting drew out the 
ideas of Baptist leaders from 
throughout the convention on 
stewardship matters. 

The result: A study of the 
biblical theology behind stew- 
ardship and such stewardship 
methods of the Convention as 
the Cooperative Program will be 
made. The study will be con- 
ducted before the next confer-

The conferees felt a failure 
to meet the ,SBC Cooperative 
Program budget in 1961 could 
be a symptom of the fact Bap- 
tist people do not understand 
the meaning of stewardship, 
Moore said.

Typical Pioneer Mission| [ 


By Donald A. Bennett

Recently: a mission pastor, 
who was unusually well-sup- 
ported by a large denomina- 
| tion that is not beginning near- 
ily sO many churches as Sou- 
thero Baptists, asked me: “Is 
it TYPICAL for Southern Bap- 
tist mission pastors to engage 
in secualr employment to sup- 
port themselves on the field?”’ 
My reply: ‘More - TYPICAL 
than I would like to admit.” 

The spirit .of this article is 
Neither to boast nor complain, 
but rather to relate my story 
as a rather typical one among 
many Southern Baptist mis- 
sion pastors jin the pioneer 
areas. I would also like to 
preface my story by stating 
my conviction that our de- 
Nomination is doing a mag- 
nificent job of making an 
equitable and effective distri- 
bution of the funds that our 
Southern Baptist churches 
have made available. 
challenge is so big and our 
program vast that there is 
available pnly a fraction of 
the amount of money needed | 
to do the \job. 

In Febrtary, 1959, with a 
trailer-load of possessions in| 
tow, we journeyed from Miss-

issippi to Grand Island, New| 
York, to begin a new church 
in a double garage with only | 
three families. We arrived on | 
February 21 at 2:00 A. M. in| 
the midst of a blizzard’ which 
caused my wife to remark, 
“You missed your turn and 
went to Alaska’. We _ soon 
learned that the cost of living 
here was substantially more 
that in the South and after six 
months, when other sources of 
income proved inadequate. 
Mildred and I began to seek 
secular employment. White- 
collar employment agencies 
turned a cold shoulder to me 
because I am a minister, and 
I turned to industry for em- 
ployment. It is not easy to en- 
gage in heavy secular employ- 
ment and pastor a church. at 
the’ same time but I found it |

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helpful to take a philosophical 
attitude and to see an analogy 
in each of our jobs. May I 
share these job experiences 
and analogies with you? 

Job No. One — Todl Factory 

My first job was with a 
company that manufactured 
pipe wrenches and hand tools 
for mechanics. My task was 
to dip the handles of the pipe 
wrenches in an acid solution 
and then dip-paint them. Each 
time 1 baptized (dipped) one 
of the wrenches, I saw the 
analogy that my job was mak- 
ing it possible for me to estab- 
lish a’church that in years to 
come would baptize thousands 
of souls. Due to a steel strike 
and low inventories, I was soon 
laid off. 

Job Two - The Niagara 
"Power Project 

The $720,000,000.00 Niagara 
Power Project was under con- 
struction. In order to divert 
the waters of the Niagara 
River to the powey plant, two 
huge conduits séveral miles 
long and about 80 ft. deep 
were being cut through a solid 
rock formation. In order to 
form these conduits, the rock 
was drilled and blasted with 
dynamite. I secured a_ job 
with a crew that followed the 
first dynamite crew. We scal- 
ed the 80 ft. walls to trim jut- 
ting rock with huge air-driven 
rock breakers, or by drilling 
the rock ‘and setting off small 
charges of dynamite. As 
strange as it may seem, my 


clothes would become soaked 
with perspiration in near zero 
temperatures when I operated 


the heavy equipment. 
The job was unaffected by 
weather conditions three 


shifts worked around the clock 
in all kinds of weather. As on | 
any construction job, most of 
the men were rough, careless 
and profane — but the preach-

There my 
task was to machine rough 
brake drum castings into a 
finished product. The huge 
lathe that 1 operated was fit- 
ted with many high carbon 
cutting tools that would com- 
pletely machine one thousand 
brake drums per day. 

The analogy: This: job was 
making it possible for me to 
establish a church where the 
Word of God, that is ‘‘sharper 
than any two-edged sword’, 
would fashion many “rough” 
lives into finished and pro- 
ductive Christians’ This church 
would also serve as a brake 
for many souls who are pre- 
sently destined for hell.

Spanish Baptist to be Charged 


Following recent news of the imprisonment of two 
Spanish Baptists: for publishing evangelical literature 
without a permit, and another for refusing ‘to kneel at a 
military mass, comes a report that another Baptist, Senor 
Ruben Gil, with an American companion, was stopped at 
the frontier just before Christmas and that 5,000 copies 
of St. John’s Gospel found in his car were confiscated by 
the Spanish customs. 

The.two men are to be charged for importing clandes- 
tine literature. Incidents like these are likely to continue 
as long as Spanish law is dominated by Roman Catholic 
canon law, in accordance with the Concordat signed be- 
tween Pope John’s predecessor and the Spanish Govern- 
ment in 1953. : , 

According to & recent repoyt from the Evangelical 
Alliance, a Spanish judge has said, “Catholic Canon Law 
is above civil law, the latter must be harmonized with the 
former.” 

There are indications that Spanish officials would like 
to have freedom to grant the tolerance offered in the Span- 
ish Bill of Rights. A change of law is needed in Spain.

ken. The folloWIM& are the 
most common: (1) Men steal 
by robbery, eithe® openly or 
under cover — Whether by 
swiping a newspaper or hold- 
ing up a bank. (2) Men steal 
by cheating — by false scales, 
false records, false grading, 
unfair measurements, and 
some other scheme. (3) Men 
steal by unfair ¥48es and un- 
fair labor. (4) Men steal by 
extortion. Greedy swindlers 
take advantage Of the poor, 
the underprivileged, and handi- 
capped. (5) Mea steal by un- 
paid debts. (6) Men steal 
through the evasion of taxes 
— whether reporting income 
falsely or claiming dishonest 
exemptions. (7) Men steal 
through corporate dishonesty 
— whether by dishonest con- 
tracts, unfair competition, or 
something else. (8) Men steal 
through taking the ideas of 
other persons — patents or 
copyrights, confidential infor- 
mation, or the results of some 
other person's labor and stu- 
dy.
